It shows precious 
little else. It is by no stretch of the imagi- 
nation an official audit. 

It does not reveal the names of the 
“voluntary contributors” to the fund nor 
to whom the money has been paid. The 
commissioner refuses to release such in- 
formation. 

Much of the money has been used, ac- 
cording to Mr. Williams, for paying off 
informers. That presumably is why he 
wants no public audit since the names of 
the informers would be revealed. But 
at the same time, collection of a private 
fund for official use is a practice which is 
at once dangerous and subject to abuses. 


With all due respect to the commis- 
sioner, the fund itself as set up outside 
control of regular state govermental ma- 
chinery makes it an object of suspicion. 
It could become a slush fund to be used 
by all future commissioners at their dis- 
cretion. Even though he has turned its 
control over to two career men in his 
department, they are still responsible to 
hin. 

There are too many dangers and too 
many -questions connected with this “il- 
legal liquor fund” to ignore it. It should 
be under control of the state and sub- 
ject to regular auditing procedures. 
Otherwise, measures should be taken to 
abolish it.

Budget Cut Advocates 
Try To Avoid the Knife 


While President Eisenhower rolls up 
his sleeves to do battle for his budget, 
another example pops up which illus- 
trates the difficulty of even a relatively 
slight trimming of government spending. 

This one is furnished by the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, an organization 
of businessmen, It has been insistent in 
its demand for whacking the budget. 

Now the Chamber has backed down 
somewhat after the toes of its own con- 
stituents got into the path of congres- 
sional economy. The House approved a 
three-and-a-half-million-dollar reduction 
affecting the Business and Defense Serv- 
ices Administration. The industries di- 
visions of the administration would be 
eliminated. 

John S. Coleman, president of the 
Chamber, brands possible loss of the gov- 
ernmental branch as “tragic.” He has- 
tens to add that his organization is not 
“against everything” in its drive to cut 
the budget. 

Regardless of whether this particular 
dent in the budget is justified or not, the 
reaction the House action drew from 
Coleman is typical of how special inter- 
ests that clamor for less federal spending 
will take the opposite viewpoint when 
the shoe begins to pinch their own feet. 

Farmers and other groups -are ve- 
hement in standing up for their shares 
of appropriations. Individual congress- 
men snip away at various parts of the 
budget but each tries to keep the shears 
away from projects in his home territory. 

A whopping carving of the over-all 
budget is unlikely. It would be extreme 
folly to weaken the military or to invite 
the consequences of shredding the foreign 
aid program to ineffective bits.

This, it was assured, would be 
fought bitterly by labor and those 
senators who work with labor. 

2. A movement by opponents of 
the rights program to make “‘the 
right to work’’ a recognized civil 
right. 

3. An amendment by Sen. Mc- 
Clellan (D-Ark) that would im- 
pose penalties up to $1,000 in fines 
and a year in jail on those who 
exerted pressures to make work- 
ers join unions. 


LONG DEBATES 


These and other amendment 
proposals would make for long 
debates before a bill could be re- 
ported for floor action. Further, 
the agreement to take up the civil 
rights measure allowed for its dis- 
placement at any time to permit 
studies of nominations or private 
immigration bills, of which the 
committee has many.

These 
are sleeping quarters for the 
Craig’s pet dog and cat.

Mrs. Craig, a well-known 
artist (she paints under the 
name Carley Craig) has lent 
an artistic hand to other sec- 
tions of the house with the 
brush method. Many of her pic- 
tures add an attractive note to 

the decor. Also a do-it-yourself 

addict, Mrs. Craig likes to tell 
about her baby grand piano and 
its colorful life. 

“It once was covered with 
eight coats of antique white 
paint,” said Mrs. Craig. “I 
used plenty of elbow grease 
sandpapering it off down to its 
natural finish. That carving you 
see on the top was unintention- 
al, however. 

“Where there were some 
scratches I just did a little de- 
sign carving and then used a 
veneer finish.”’ 

The result? The entire top of 
the baby grand is splashed with 
floral carvings.

The 5th District of Fulton, DeKalb and Rock- 
dale counties is the only one in which all counties 
are ahead. 


Biggest loser percentage-wise has been Talia- 
ferro in the 10th District. Its 1956 population of 
3,400 was 45.8 per cent under the 1940 figure of 
6,278. Emanuel’s loss of 5,917 was largest nu- 
merically. 


Another nine counties—Baker, Banks, Glas- 
cock, Heard, Johnson, Oglethorpe, Schley, Wheeler 
and Wilcox—have lost 30 to 40 per cent of their 
population in the last 16 years. 


Collectively, these counties now have some 
54,000 residents—about 27,000 less than in 1940. 


Individually, their current populations range 
from 3,000 (Glascock) to 8,600 (Wilcox), compared 
to a 1940 range running from 4,547 (GJascock) to
